Mr. Anstine suggested that those

He explained that the task of re- 
writing- some three million monthly 
benefit checks is handled by certi- 
fying officers through the nation, 
and that the local field office has 
no means of advising beneficiaries of 
the exact amount of their new bene- 
fits or of the specific date the in- 
creased amounts will be reflected 
in their checks. 


May Take Three Months 


In addition, current recipients of_ 


monthly Social Security payment'; 
will receive letters from the certify- 
ing offices explaining the provisions 
of the revised Social Security law 
and assuring beneficiaries that their 
increased checks will be in the mail 
as rapidly as it is possible to com- 
plete the re-figuring job. The com- 
plete re-writing task is expected to 
be finished within three months. 


However, Mr. Anstine pointed 


out, there will be no delay in re- 
ceipts of monthly Social Security 
checks in the original figure. These 
payments -will continue to be mailed 
to current beneficiaries on regular 
schedule. Those who do not re- 
ceive the increased amount in their 
monthly check will find it added 
to benefit payments they receive 
in immediately succeeding months.
